Elbert Hubbard lectured at Simpson’s Auditorium 
last night to an assembly of about a thousand 
people. He spoke for two hours, stood still as a 
statue most of the time, and simply talked in a 
calm, smoothly modulated voice. We venture the 
assertion that few people there thought the speech 
was over half an hour long when the speaker 
bowed himself off the platform. 
A lawyer of this city who was in the audience 
said, ‘‘ That man might not be much before a jury, 
but I would hate to oppose him in the Court of 
Appeals. He has such a simple, direct way of get- 
ting at the vital truth that you accept everything 
he says and are bound hand and foot before you 
know it.”
